Do Students Know What 
They Want? 

— collaboratively on a project, or by 
analyzing a case. Problem-based 
learning approaches, since they stress 
the acquisition of cognitive skills, 
increase student active involvement 
in the learning process and represent 
a radical departure from traditional 
definitions of teaching" (ibid). At the 
same time teaching innovation is not 
just anything different from lectures 
but any way that students learn better. 
The priority for the Council 
of Teaching Innovation (CTI) is to 
clearly identify and promote learning 
/ teaching strategies that are effective 
in producing independent lifelong 
learners. These learners will take an 
increasing responsibility for their own 
learning at L.U. The CTI recognizes 
three dominant future trends in 
educational innovation: a gradual shift 
towards a more learner-centred 
approach to learning; an increasing 
emphasis on process-centred as 
opposed to content-centred learning; 
and an explosive increase in the use 
of new information technology. 

A University-wide process 
to identifying those skills and 
knowledge required to develop 
graduates who have the independent 
study and research skills to pursue 
the love of learning for its own sake 
will begin with two workshops in 
December. These groups will develop 
competency objectives for the 
undergraduate program. This is why 
it is so important Uiat students get 
involved. University administrators 
have given us an opportunity to say 
what L.U. will look like in the future, 
so let's take advantage of it. For the 
rest of the year students will be asked 
what innovations they would like to 
see. Responses, written or oral, can 
be left at the S.G.A. office addressed 
to Mike Grube or Rick Vanderlee.

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Student Politics: 
CFS calls For ON-To-Ottawa Trek

OTTAWA (CUP) — 
Taking a cue from labour history, 
Canada's largest student group is 
organizing an On-to-Ottawa trek fro 
next May. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS) resolved during its 
annual general meeting that its 
member schools will cooperate with 
other community and campus 
organizations to pressure all levels of 
government to commit to a fully- 
accessible, high-quality, publicly- 
funded education system. 

The On-to-Ottawa Trek will 
attempt to mobilize the government 
to consult Canadians about how they 



want their institutions constructed. 

"We have a responsibility 
as students that a lot of people don't 
have," said Michael Temelin, a 
McGill University graduate student 
representative on the CFS national 
executive. 

"We have the means, the 
time and the infrastructure," to 
develop a comprehensive plan for 
government social policy." 

Temelini sees it as the "duty 
of our generation" to ensure a strong 
future for Canada. For die CFS, that 
means protecting education. 

The On-to-Ottawa Trek will 
be held in the spirit of the 1935 trek 
during which tens-of-thousands of 
Canadians made their way to Ottawa 
to express their public objectives. 

Plans for the event will be 
specified in die coming mondis. 

The recent meeting of 
representatives from across the 
country also resulted in a decision to 



circulate petitions condemning the 
Red Cross for its donor health 
assessment questionnaire. The 
questionnaire is considered 
homophobic, as it suggests diat HIV 
is transmitted exclusively through 
male homosexual practices. 

The petition will demand 
the Red Cross change the question to 
reflect that HIV transmission is based 
in sexual practice rather than sexual 
orientation. 

The CFS renewed its 
commitments to various other social 
justice issues, including women's 
rights to free accessible abortion on 
demand, providing resources for 
member lesbian, gay and bisexual 
organizations, creating or supporting 
groups on member campuses for 
students of colour, and participating 
in a national day of recognition for 
native students on March 22. 



University Staff Condemn 
Cuts to Education 



Proposed Cuts will Erode 
Quality of Post-secondary 
Education 

At their fall conference held 
recently in Toronto, delegates of the 
Confederation of Ontario University 
Staff Association (COUSA) 
condemned theeffect of the provincial 
cuts to post-secondary education. The 
resulting damage to accessibility of 
students to education, the quality of 
post-secondary education, the 
economic impact on local 
communities and the long term 
competitiveness of Ontario will strain 
the system to the limits. 

For the last fifteen years, 
the university sector has experienced 
chronic underfunding. This 
downward spiral of funding has kept 
Ontario ranked 9th among Canadian 
provinces in per student funding. 
Even the draconian model of 
Alberta's Ralph Klein has resulted in 



funding per student in that province ' s 
universities at a level of 10% higher 
than Ontario, even before the Harris 
cuts. COUSA members are also 
concerned that the proposed cuts to 
the post-secondary sector will be 
devastating to local economics in 
university areas. For every $1 in 
provincial cuts, $4 are lost in that 
economy. The Common Sense 
Revolution promises cuts of $400 
million to the post-secondary sector. 
Obviously these kinds of measures 
will have a substantial impact to 
communities with post-secondary 
institutions. 

Kathleen Woodcock, 
president of COUSA, speaking at the 
business meeting, explained to the 
delegates that in fact, the true answer 
to dealing with Ontario's long term 
debt is to invest more, not less, in 
research, development and higher 
education. Only by making that kind 



of investment can we help future 
generations combat the fiscal woes 
they will face. It is acknowledged 
that those with post-secondary 
education have a better chance for a 
better job. Thus, the investment in 
university education, while a long 
term one, reaps rewards in the form 
of less unemployment and a higher 
income pool from which to draw 
taxes. Only in this manner can we 
ensure a thriving Ontario economy in 
the 2 1 St century. Cutting deeper into 
a system that is down to the bone will 
not benefit anyone. 
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Student Journalists Irked 
By Maclean's Survey

Campus journalists are 
annoyed that Maclean's magazine 
never informed them it was taking 
their submissions for its annual survey 
of Canadian universities and putting 
it in a guidebook. 

Last year, the magazine 
started a "What's hot, what's not" 
section that appeared along with the 
annual ranking. The section is 
comprised of submissions from 
campus journalists and student 
leaders. 

This year, the "What's hot, 
what's not" section wasn't included 
in the issue. 

Instead, says Victor Dwyer, 
education editorfor Maclean's, it will 
appear in a 150-page guidebook to 
Canadian universities to be released 
at the end of the year. 

Student journalists who sent 
submissions to the magazine say it 
would have been nice if they'd been 
informed of this by Maclean's. 

"I thought it was the typical 
thing, like every year," said Dionne 
Stephens, editor of York University's 
excalibur. "It's not ethical the way 
they did it without telling us it would 
be in a book," she said. 

Matthew Shepherd, editor 
of Ryerson University's Eyeopener 
says no one at Maclean's told him 
about the guidebook either. 

But he says he doesn't feel 
Maclean's action were unethical. 

"I do wish Maclean's would 
have been a little more forthright I 
have no problem with their putting 
[the submissions] in the guidebook, 
but I wish they would have told us," 
said Shepherd. 

Craig Saunders, editor of 
the University of Regina's Carillon 
also says he doesn't care where the 
information goes, but says Maclean ' s 
had a responsibility to inform people 
about the book. 

"Maclean's never 

mentioned [a guidebook]. I don't 



know if we would have responded 
differently though. I think it would 
have been more ethical for Maclean ' s 
to let us know where the information 
was going," he said. 

"Blah! That's what I have to 
say about Maclean's," he added. 

Dwyer says the decision to 
leave the "What's hot, what's not" 
section out of the November issue 
and put it in the new guidebook was 
an editorial one. 

He says it was left out of the 
magazine because there wasn't 
enough room in the issue for the 
section. 

"I guess that's just 
something that changed. . . we weren't 
really sure what was going to go 
where. It wasn ' t an attempt to deceive 
anyone, it was just an editorial 
change," he said. 

Dwyer says he realizes how 
hard the students worked to compile 
the information for the section and 
says having it in the guidebook is 
more of a reward for their efforts. 

"Their hard work is going to 
have much more time on the stands 
than if it just went in the issue," he 
said. 

The annual survey is on 
newsstands for several weeks while 
the guidebook is around for a year, 
says Dwyer. 

Controversy surrounded the 
"What's hot, what's not" section last 
year after the excalibur submitted 
false information to the magazine 
which was printed in the survey issue. 

Dwyer says he's not 
concerned about something like that 
happening again. He says most 
mistakes are caught, and he doesn't 
condemn those who try to sneak them 
into the magazine. 

"That's just part'of the game. 
They wouldn't be students if they 
didn't challenge the establishment," 
he said. 

"It would be a boring 
country if university students didn't 
try stuff like that," Dwyer added. 

Dwyer says the guidebook 
will dedicate two pages to every 
university in Canada and will be 
geared toward high school students 
who are trying decide which 
university to go to. 



Harris On The Hotseat

It was bitterly cold in 
Sudbury last Friday night, Mike 
Harris was in town, and judging from 
the smile on his face he obviously 
came from a warmerplace. The faces 
of the crowd were long but the 
frustrations of the 1 000 strong were 
enough to keep them warm. 

At $150 a plate, the Four- 
Points Hotel provided a hive to feed 
Mr. Harris and his minions at the 
Progressive Conservative fund- 
raising dinner. The profits made from 
the dinner will go to pay off the debt 
of running the last campaign. Our 
own university president Dr. Ross 
Paul was among those who swarmed 
to the hotel. 

Outside, organizers stood on 
the back of a pickup truck and 
denounced the cuts made by Mr. 
Harris. Each time a Harris cut was 
announced the crowd erupted in a 
roar: Shame! Shame! Shame! The 
Ontario Public Service Employees 
Union was there, also guest starring 
was the Mine Mill and Steelworkers, 
and making a special appearance was 
the Coalition for Social Justice. But 
more importantly people were there. 
Men, women, children, young, old, 
straight, black, white, native; you 
know, people, the same people who 
make up Sudbury. 

These people came to let 
Mr. Harris know that his solutions 
are unacceptable. The problem is 
unemployment and the cure is jobs. 
The slashing of welfare, allowing the 
use of scab labour, and cutting social 
programs have just taken the bandaid 
off the wound of unemployment. The 
message of the event was clear: stop 
attacking the poor and stop attacking 
unions! 




But what docs all this have 
to do w.ith Laurentian University 
students? 

This question was put to the 
President of the Sudbury and District 
Labour Council, John Filo. His reply 
was that as students, we are all 
"stakeholders in the system!" And 
that it is a "disgrace" that students 
facesuchbleak job prospects! Perhaps 
his most important comment was that 
the future is going to be left to the 
leadership of todav's post- secondary 
students! 

These words mean 
something specific to Laurentian. 
Laurentian is different — it is not 
Queen's, nor is it Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
and it is certainly not Mount Allison. 
Laurentian ranked second last in 
Maclean's university rankings. It has 
65% of its student body relying on 
government loans. Laurentian has a 
great number of first generation 
university students and draws a large 
portion of its population from 
northern towns like Timmins and it 
draws students with poor grades from 
the south. The parents of Laurentian 
students are factory workers, miners. 



as John Filo says, "blue collar 
workers;" Laurentian students are 
also the sons and daughters of 
government workers. 

Mike Harris hasdirected his 
attack on these people and his attack 
has taken the form of government 
layoffs, cutbacks, and the repeal of 
Bill 40. For students who hope to 
have the same success and security as 
their parents, Mike Harris is not taking 
any steps to make sure this happens. 
No one will deny that something must 
be done about the deficit but 
Laurentian students must question 
whether or not Mr. Harris is providing 
genuine solutions for Laurentian 
students. 

Any one (as Mr. Harris has 
demonstrated) can cut costs and repeal 
legislation that affects the social 
groups with the least political and 
economic clout — the poor, students, 
unions and the working class as a 
whole. Mr. Harris once said that he 
will reduce the deficit if it takes twenty 
years; it is a remarkable coincidence 
that twenty years is pretty much the 
rest of a student's life.

On Tuesday, 
November 21, Dr. Fairgrieve, a 
professor in the Sociology/ 
Anthropology department, and Tracy 
Oost, a TA for Dr. Fairgrieve, told 
those at a special talk about their 
research and experiences with their 
research.

Complaint: The library WAC 
course is useless and causes students 
to waste time.

Reply: The Amiable Librarian is 
sorry that you respond so negatively 
to the library's programme for WAC 
students. Its goal is to turn students 
into independent researchers and 
there is ample evidence to suggest 
that without the programme, students 
would have more difficulty using the 
library effectively than with it. You 
may be the exception. Believe it or 
not, many professors not teaching 
WAC have become so convinced of 
the importance of library research 
skills that they have made the library 
programme compulsory for their 
students as well. 

The exercise is designed to 
complement a writing assignment in 
a WAC course, and the photocopy 
component is just an easy way for the 
librarian checking the assignment to 
ensure that the student completing 
the work has in fact found a book and 
an article on a topic relevant to the 
student. Any student who wants to 
retain the photocopies is certainly 
entitled to do so.

LUIVIAC

Having recently moved here 
from Sault Ste. Marie, my journey 
into the politics of L.U's Museum 
and Art Centre for the purpose of 
writing a class paper in Canadian 
Thought and Culture has been a long 
and interesting one. I was eager to 
learn all that I could about LUMAC, 
especially since there have been many 
changes over the past year. As an 
artist, I must say that I was 
disappointed in what I've discovered. 

Coming from a border town, 
I grew up appreciating the wide 
variety of local and regional talent 
that was offered in all artistic arenas. 
With large Native, Francophone, 
Italian, and Anglophone populations 
in the city, the Sault boasts of many 
different and varied creative outlets. 
With the Algoma Art Gallery in 
operation, as well as many other 
cultural institutions, Saultites take full 
advantage of the cultural heritages 
that suaound them. And they do. 

I thought that moving to 
Sudbury would be an extension of 
the experiences that I had in the Sault, 
and in a way it has been. Within the 
first few weeks of being in Sudbury, 
I had the privilege of attending my 
fu-st Pow- Wow, at L.U. during Native 
Awareness Week; have visited the 
Native Friendship Centre; have been 
to poetry readings; and I have visited 
LUMAC on numerous occasions. It 
is exciting to be able to take part in the 
cultural events that are such an intesral 



part of this community. But why are 
there so few people who share my 
excitement? 

My recent discovery of 
LUMAC has brought me to the 
museum/gallery numerous times. I 
find the gallery relaxing and peaceful 
and frequent the mansion for these 
reasons. Despite the research that 1 
have done, I still find myself 
overwhelmed with questions after 
each visit. What is the future of 
LUMAC? What must be done in 
order to save such an important and 
vital cultural institution? How 
important is LUMAC to the social 
fabric of this community? 

First things first. The most 
pressing question on the minds of the 
community is What is the future of 
LUMAC? A week ago I spoke to 
Gisele Mehes, from Laurentian 
University's office of university 
advancement. She said that "nobody 
really knows what the future of 
LUMAC is at the moment." My 
response is when will somebody have 
answers? I can't help but wonder if 
the university administration is 
waiting until the budget comes in 
November to decide the fate of 
LUMAC. Also, with three prominent 
"stakeholders" in the museum — 
L.U'sadministration, the professional 
staff at LUMAC, and the artistic 
community — why does the university 
get to make all of the decisions? The 
university claims ownership of the 
Bell estate but the museum's 
professional staffand the community 
play key and integral parts in 
LUMAC's future. 

Secondly, while the number 
of things that need to be done in order 
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to ensure that LUMAC remains an 
active part of Sudbury and regional 
community are many, there IS action 
that the public can take. Memberships, 
for example, have almost doubled 
since August — from 149 to 248. 
People are becoming more involved 
in the museum: the attendance has 
gone up dramatically and the public 
is finally starting to take LUMAC 
more seriously. I have to ask myself, 
though, why does it take a crisis for 
the community to become involved? 
The museum has been open for many 
years, but the attendance levels don't 
reflect this. Visitation has 
dramatically decreased since 1990 
when 1 4,224people visited LUMAC; 
only 7,023 people visited in 1994. 
The hours at LUMAC are conductive 
to public visitation. For those of us 
who can't make it during business 
hours, weeks ends are always open. 
If people have vested interests in the 
museum then it's about time that 
they're shown. 

Thirdly, LUMAC's position 
in the Sudbury and regional 
community should be a vital and 
important one. Located in a city of 
only 81,000, as compared to 
Sudbury's 93,000, the Art Gallery of 
Algoma in Sault Ste. Marie has an 
attendance level of 36,000, or five 
times that of LUMAC. To protect 
one's culture, you must protect you r 
cultural institutions. What other all- 
encompassing outlets are there for 
artists and art appreciators? By not 
taking advantage of LUMAC, 
Sudburians are throwing away 
excellent opportunities to take part in 
their own cultures and heritages. To 
be able to study, research, and above 
all enjoy, art and history is amazing. 
It's all at our fingertips, or rather it's 
all at LUMAC.

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It May Not Be Literature... 
But I Like It!

For most of my life, I have 
been an avid reader. During 
my childhood I read a lot of 
Dr. Seuss and Curious George. In my 
teens I turned to comic books and 
eventually I got into science fiction 
and fantasy. To this day science 
fiction and fantasy are my proverbial 
cup of tea (with three sugars) yet 
when I tell people they always look 
down their noses and scoff. They 
(my supposed literary superiors) tell 
me these things are not literature but 
mind candy. In high school, when 
English students were allowed to 
chose theirown reading, I would pick 
Robert Heinlein, Robert Jordan or 
maybe Raymond Feist and was often 
told by my teacher to choose a "real" 
book. What's the old saying — 'Those 
who can, do and those who can't, 
teach"? Just because a book isn't a 
century old, translated into a dozen 
languages orrecognized by Northrop 




Frye, doesn't mean it is not worth 
reading. 

With that harangue off my 
chest, I can get to the point, which is 
to review the latest Star Wars novel. 
Titled Darksaber, it was written by 
Kevin J. Anderson, who did the 
Jedi Academy Trilogy and edited 
Tales from the Mos Eisley Cantina. 
This is by far the single best book in 
the Star Wars series (since Timothy 
Zahn stepped down), and captures 
the scope and grandeurof the movies. 
It tells the tale of the now defunct 
Empire's struggle to survive and 
expand in the Core systems. 
Eventually united under Admiral 
Daala, they strike out at the New 
Republic and all it stands for. 
Meanwhile, Luke and Calista search 
the galaxy for a way to restore her 
Jedi powers and coincidentally 
explore their new found feelings for 
each other. This is also the story of 
the Hutts' (infamous crimelords 
throughout the galaxy) attempt to 
develop their own Death Star, with 
the help of Bevil Lemelisk who 
designed and built the first two Death 
Stars. All these dangers remain 
unknown to the New Republic until 
it's virtually too late, but as usual the 
efforts of Chief of State Leia Organna 
Solo, General Han Solo and dedicated 
representatives and soldiers of the 
New Republic prevent disaster (as if 
you didn't know that already.) 

What can I say? This book 
was everything I expected from a 
Star Wars volume: a solid story, 
action, adventure, battles in the depths 
of space, the odd lightsaber battle and 
even some romance. You see the 
characters develop as the story 
progresses and lose yourself in the 
undeniable story telling talents of 
Kevin J. Anderson.

I read books. In fact, since 
starting university I read a lot of books 
and I usually have one or more on 
hand at any given point.

"Ifyou want straight 
talk about sex," the back cover 
says, "you get a lecture on body 
plumbing and sexually transmitted 
diseases.

Because the subject is so potentially 
awkward and embarrassing, people 
seldom speak of losing their virginity. 
These books are remarkable because 
they discuss real-life encounters 
frankly. 

I started reading tentatively 
at first, fearing that they would make 
me cringe like "Most Embarrassing 
Moments" in YM magazine. The 
narration helps ease the cringe factor 
as the stories are written by prolific 
professional writers and, being adults, 
have the distance from the subject to 
write objectively. 

Nor, for you perverts out 
here, are these Penthouse-quality sex 
stories. Some of them don't go into 
any detail of the actual romp and 
instead deal with the surrounding 
emotions. I think anyone can relate 
to all that insecurity beforehand — 
"Will I be OK? Will it hurt? Will I 
like it? Will he/she like it? What if I 
don't do it right? Am I ready for 
this?" Then the book deals with the 
aftermath. Several of the couples 
never talk to each other after having 
sex and some keep trying after the 
less than spectacular initial bump and 
grind. Some people feel guilty 
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afterwards and some are strangely 
numb. One thing I found that most of 
the accounts have in common is that 
sex is seldom what people expect the 
first time around. 

Also remarkable in these 
novels is the diversity of sexual 
experiences depicted. There are 
homosexual couples, one person 
going solo, a disabled couple, some 
older, and some younger. The novels 
are not limited to one idea of sex, but 
rather describe significant moments 
of sexual awakening. The editor, 
Montreal-based author Charles 
Montpetit, also invites the reader to 
submit their own accounts of first 
times.

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Two very different films 
from two very different directors have 
entered the box office battle to capture 
your pre-holiday cash: Martin 
Scorcese's Casino and John 
Badham'sNickofTime. When 
compared with the current trash 
available (i.e. that Ventura crap) 
both of these film's are well 
worth your attention. 

Nick of Time stars Johnny 
Depp (Edward Scissor Hands) 
as everyday accountant Gene 
Watts. Time is of the essence as 
Watts is rushing to a job 
interview. Getting off the train 
in L.A. 's Union station with his 
daughter Lynn, Watts becomes 
caught up in an altogether 
different race against the clock. 
Mr. Smith (Christopher 
Walken, Pulp Fiction and 
View to a Kill) and Ms. Jones 
(Roma MafTia, The Paper) are 
your modem day from-your- 
own-country terrorists and 
they've kidnapped Watts' 



daughter. He is given 90 minutes to 
assassinate the California governor 
(Marsha Mason, I Love Trouble) 
or his daughter will be killed. 

What's interesting aboutthis 
picture is that not only is Depp's 
character given 90 minutes to become 
an assassin, but that this is also the 
length of the film itself. Badham 
(Drop Zone) and cinematographer 
Robert Richardson (Natural Born 
Killers, JFK) marked their third 
feature together by studying old 
photographs from Life magazine and 
such films as The Bicycle Thief and 
Klute. This gave them a feel for their 
"stylish documentary" real-time 
experiment which was shot almost 
entirely handheld and steadicam 
including one amazing shot in which 
Mr. Smith throws Watts over a 
balcony and into a fountain 80ft 
below. Rigged with British W.W. II 
paratrooper training devices to help 
negotiate the fall, Depp actually 
performed this stunt himself in sync 
with a similarly outfitted camera 
operator. The result is amazing! 

Casino stars Robert 
DeNiro (Raging Bull, Taxi Driver) 
as Sam "Ace" Rothstein, an exjjert 
handicapper from Chicago who 
moves up into the Las Vegas crime 
world of the 1 970s when he is chosen 
by the mafia to run the Tangiers 



Casino. Along for the ride are 
Rothsein's life long friend and 
enforcer Nicky Santoro (Joe Pesci, 
Goodfellas) and the lust of his life 
Ginger (Sharon Stone, Sliver). 

For Scorcese (Last 
Temptation of Christ, Cape Fear) 
and cinematographer Robert 
Richardson (Natural Born Killers, 
JFK) filming Casino presented two 
main problems, the first because they 
chose to shoot in a real casino. Not 
being allowed to disturb the high 
rollers meant filming on the midnight 
shift for a good portion of the film — 
not an easy thing to do! Secondly, 
Las Vegas has changed a lot since the 
70s. To avoid this problem they 
enlisted the help of Matte Digital 
World who recreated much of the 
old Las Vegas with 3-D computer 
graphics and digital paintings. All 
technical aspects included. Casino is 
definitely Scorcese's most ambitious 
film yet! 

For both Badham and 
Scorcese, these films represent 
substantial achievement in the world 
of cinema. So remember, if you're 
going to spend your pre-holiday cash 
wisely then you can place your bets 
on Casino and Nick of Time. The 
odds are in your favour!

Besides access to 
information, the age of 
communication has also fostered a 
side effect that I don't particularly 
like...the long distance bill. I quickly 
forget the effortlessness of faxing 
from my desktop or talking to industry 
types when Bell Canada presents me 
with the bill. Fortunately there is a 
way of cutting some of this cost down, 
and VocalTec are pioneering the way. 

With VocalTec's software, 
you can use the Internet to make long 
distance and international calls at no 
cost (apart from the purchase of the 
software) and in real time. The 
software makes use of the Internet 
Relay Chat (IRC) where people get 
together and exchange messages. 
Internet Phone, though, is not a chat 
program, but a voice driven system. 

The software connects to the 
IRC, and the users present are the 
ones that you can talk to. Upon 
connection, you're presented with a 
list of names and topics of 
conversation. By clicking on the name 
of a person who is on-line you can 
call them. The rest is just like the 
regular phone, except your using your 
PC as the phone. The software also 
allows you to create private areas that 
limit whom you want to allow in. 

How does it work? It's a 
fairly technical explanation, but to 
simplify it, the software uses a slick 
voice compression algorithm that 
supports full duplex audio. Make 
sense? Don't worry, all you need to 
know is how to point and click, 
something that even Windows users 
know how to do... 

Right now the sharp ones 
should be asking, "Okay, what do I 
need to run this puppy?". According 
to VocalTec you'll need the 
following: 

• at least a 486SX PC with 25Mhz 
and 8mb of RAM (486/50Mhz needed 
for full duplex) 

•Windows3.1 orhigher(Mac owners 
like me right now are out of luck) 

• a Winsock 1.1 compatible TCP/IP 



Internet connection 

• Windows compatible audio board, 
a microphone and a speaker 

• a 1 4, 400 baud connection 

• A 60 second trial copy is available 
for testing at ftp.vocaItec.com, with 
user name ftp. For a fully functional 
copy of the software, call the company 
at 201-768-9400 or email them for 
information at info.vocaltec.com. 

What does this all mean to 
you? With the right technology (and 
many DOS owners own the stuff in 
that list) you can talk to anyone else 
in the world with this set-up for free. 
In a sense you're taking control of 
yourown communication, and itcosts 
you almost nothing. While VocalTec 
is primarily aiming this at business, 
this is within the reach of the average 
user. 

The median level of 
technology needed to do this stuff is 
constantly falling. Even owners of 
older machines can do some pretty 
stunning stuff so try this stuff out... 

If you have any questions 
related to the Internet then you can 
write to me care of Lambda.

Libero, libero, the soccer 
news continues as exams and 
Christmas hohdays approach. But 
never a dull moment for my soccer 
friends. Mortality continues around 
the soccer world and the insanity of 
players is increasing. 

In Italy, Italian police have 
said they believe footballer Edoardo 
Bortolotti, 25, who died after falling 
from a third-floor balcony, had 
committed suicide. Bortolotti, who 
played as defender for Brescia and 
made four appearances for Italy's 
Under-21 side, was banned from 
soccer for 1 2 months in May 1 99 1 for 
cocaine use, and was said by his 
father Giacomo to have been 
"extremely depressed"... It did not 
take long for the Italian press to turn 
on Paul Ince. Italian journalists raved 
about the England midfielder's 
performances for Internazionale. 
However, Ince's early performance 
in Inter's 4-0 defeat to Torino earned 
him the dubious honour of L'asino 
clella Settimana (Donkey of the Week) 
from weekly sports magazine Guerin 
S portivo . 

In Cuba, Lazaro Abuin 
Sanchez, a member of the Cuban 
national team, has defected to the 
United States. Sanchez, 1 7, made his 
move during his team's stop-over at 
Miami International Airport, where 
he was turned over to immigration 
officials. The team was on its way 
back to Cuba following a 10-day visit 
to Philadelphia. 

In South Africa, Eric 
Cantona's influence is growing. A 
South African player is the latest 
victim, given a one year ban from the 
game after landing a kung fu kick... 
on his own coach! Rabali 
Blackpool's Austrian-bom coach, 
Walter Rautmann, needed treatment 
for a kidney injury after the incident 
with Rabali defender Ahmed Gora 
Ebrahim. The player was taken away 
in a police van after the incident in a 



First Division match against visiting 
Umtata Bucks in Thohoyandou, 
shown live on South African TV. 
Substituted after just 16 minutes, 
Ebrahim tore off his shirt as he walked 
off th6 pitch and then launched a 
Cantona-Style kick at the coach. 

In Nigeria, Nigerian club 
Julius Berger reached the final of 
the African Cup-winners with a 1 -0 
win over Mozambique's 
Maxaquene, but their celebrations 
were cut short when midfielder Amir 
Angwe collapsed and died from heart 
failure. 

Angwe is the second 
Nigerian to die on the pitch in as 
many months. In September, 
Igenewari George, brother of Ajax 
star Finidi, was shot dead by a stray 
bullet after fans rioted following an 
FA Cup match between his team. 
Rangers International, and 
Stationary Stores FC. The Nigerian 
FA has banned Stores from all 
football activities for 12 months and 
ordered the club to pay $2,200 in 
compensation to Rangers. 

In Japan, Japan's 
professional J. League will adopt a 
single-series format next year instead 
of the current two-stage system. The 
1996 season will kick off in mid- 
March and end in November, with 
one round of matches per week. Each 
J. League club would play the others 
twice during the season. 

In South America, Harold 
Lozano, a Colombian international 
midfielder, has swapped one club for 
another with the same name. He has 
gone from America of Colombia to 
America of Mexico in a loan deal. 
The Mexicans are paying $500,000 
to keep him for the rest of the season, 
with an option to buy. 

In Senegal, Diaraf Dakar 
beat As Douanes 2-0 to win the Cup... 
In Togo, Semassi Sokode romped to 
the Togo Championship by six points 
from Etoile Filante. It was their forth 
successive tittle.
